The Burk Problem.

“0One casually woald scarcely comprehend the
great drain which is annually being made upon
our bark-producing forests. Half a century
ago the tanniog iodustry of the United States
wasventered 1o Western Massachusetts and
Eastern New York. Gradually by the denuda-
tion of the forests and she development of the
(ireas Wm the lmlustry has become more
d, until to-day prosperous
u.nnerlu are scattered thromghout many
States of the Union. Butas the bark supply
becomes limited in one section the industry is
apsto seek new flelds, This bas been demon-
strated in the East, Wesiern Massachusetts
to-dsy does not possessa dozen firms, and those
in Northern snd Eastern New Yurk, Maine,
New Hampshire and Vermmont are dually
going out of the business. Bark, which is sueh
# factor in the production or the heavier
leathers, is bocoming too scarce and too dear to
mlw thie business profitable.

“Each succeediug year notes an increased de-
wand for both oak and hemlock bark. This
increase (s not alone due to our own growth
and development as a nation, but to the in-
creased call for American leather or extract
which other opations make o uwi This
country Is not alone expecied to supply the
bark for tanming the leatber used by its own
64,000,000 people. but in addition to our own

opulation we mnst supply the taonin er
? ather for nearly as mauy wore.

“How much bark have we left on the trees?
How long will it continue to sumﬂL this
country with taopio toi the great number of
vats and prospective vais? Perhups the man
of to-day—the generation of o-dav—need not
worry. There is no danger of the supply giv-
Ing out right away. and forcing barefooted
nations Inte existence. Thers is much bark
left in Pennsyivanisa. There are millions upon
millions of cords still standing upon the great
trees of Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota and
other Western States through to the Paeific
slope. ‘I'he South und Southwest will still
vield us cords upon cords. Virginia and West
Virginia still yield, and will continus to give
our Pittsborg, Wheeting and Cincinnati tan-
ners oak bark for thewr famons harness leather.”

Hogs and Provisions.

It will be seen by refercnce to domestic mar-
ket column that hamws, shoulders and bacon
bave been reduesd, the reduction to go into
effoct Monday, 24th. The run of hogs during
the present month at Chicago has been unpre-
cedentedly Iarge. AS many as 45,000 head were
recoived there in one day this week. At East
Liberty the total receipts tor the week past
were about 100,000 head, and the same number
the week before. The largest receipts in any
one day in Chicago were on December 3, 1854,
when the total was 66,0608, and the next largest
November 25 1879, when 64643 head were re-
ceived, This week prices of hogs touched
their Inwest point for this season, when tops
sold in Chicago at $3 60. At the sawne tinie a
